Its individual 
industrial facilities and units of 
population must be scattered to 
make them less vulnerable to at­ 
tack from the air.”

today presented statistics of ac­ 
cident causes, showing the farm 
as the scene of the most fatali­ 
ties. 
Dr. Alan D. Hansen, chairman; 
of the accident prevention com-1 
mittee for Orange county, said, 
"W ith the help of you adults, 
the boys and girls of Orange 
county can turn their Red Cross 
accident check lists to real and 
lasting use. 
You can cooperate 
by learning with them the com­ 
mon types of accident hazards 
and their correction, and apply­ 
ing those lessons in your homes 
and communities. 
Many Killed on Farm s 
"Of all deaths from accidents 
in the United States, those in 
our homes and farms 
account 
for more than a third. 
Farm ac­ 
cidents alone take a greater toll 
than any other single occupa­ 
tion. 
"Last year, 32,000 lost their 
lives 
in 
home 
accidents and 
4.7 00.000 were injured, 140,000 of 
whom were permanently disabled. 
The cost of all these deaths and 
injuries was about $6 00,000,000, 
figuring medical costs and loss of 
working time. 
"More than half of the acci­ 
dental deaths at home were caus­ 
ed by falls: in 19 39 , these took 
16 .000 lives; 56 00 died from bums 
and explosions; 1400 from poison­ 
ing, not including gas; and 1050 
from mechanical suffocation, most 
of whom were infants. 
Another 
9 00 were killed by poison gases, 
1350 from firearms, and 56 00 by 
all other types of accident, in­ 
cluding 
electric shock, 
injuries 
from household pets and from 
kitchen and other home equip­ 
m ent.” 
4200 Lose Lives 
"Statistics show' that 4200 died 
last year from work accidents 
on farms, representing ¿6 per 
cent of the total in all industries. 
The total number of farm acci­ 
dents w’ere estimated to be over 
100,000, and the two principal 
causes w'ere machinery and ani 
mals, which accounted for more 
than half of the farm accident 
deaths. 
"We cannot always blame fate 
for injury or death. 
In most in­ 
stances they result from lack of 
foresight, 
caution, 
or skill, 
or 
ignorance of the common means 
of prevention and cure. 
L 
"You can help the Red Cross 
campaign not only by cooperat 
ing with our school children in 
the use of their check lists, but 
by carrying 
on study 
groups 
among adults as well. 
To assist 
such groups your Red Cross chap­ 
ters have much excellent m ate­ 
rial, as wreil as additional copies 
of the printed check lists for 
your use.”

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CANCER DORMANT IN ALL PEOPLE 
An Associated Press dispatch from Chicago say s 
that there is evidence that the mechanism of 
cancer is dormant in all healthy tissue cells in 
the form of minute particles about one three- 
hundred-and-fifth-thousandth of an inch each in 
diameter. 
The same dispatch say s that evidence has been 
presented to the American Association for Cancer 
Research that one thousandth of a billionth of a 
gram of ex tract from a chicken cancer was 
enough to start a cancer in a healthy chicken. 
The report say s that this thousandth of a bil­ 
lionth is probably the smallest thing ever found 
to transmit a disease. 
When people can measure this small part of a 
gram, they are getting down to accuracy in detail. 


STATE ADVERTISING BILL 
We regret it is so often necessary to call peo­ 
ple’s attention to proposed legislative laws that 
will be detrimental to the interest of the con­ 
sumer. 
Such a law is the proposed Assembly Bill 1134 
which would appropriate a million dollars to be 
spent in advertising the State. 
This would just be a political football for the 
politicians to dispense to keep themselves in pow­ 
er. 
The private producers would have to pay the 
hill and they would have little to say about how 
it would be spent. 
At present, Southern Cali­ 
fornia, both publicly and privately , has appropriat­ 
ed large sums for advertising and is to a greater 
degree controlled by people ex perienced in getting 
results in advertising. 
For this reason, the passage of this State adver­ 
tising bill would be a great mistake. 


OUTSTANDING PUBLIC SERVICE 
In a recent editorial we declared there should 
be some standard by which local doctors—and by 
that we mean throughout the nation—and the 
army doctors—nasspd on the phy sical fitness of 
conscripted y oung men. 
We cited a case where 
a y outh was found phy sically fit by draft board 
doctors only to be sent back by army doctors when 
he was ex amined later. 
We meant no criticism of the local doctors. Few 
people know that the doctors who serve the lo­ 
cal draft boards give their services absolutely 
free. This takes much of the time of doctors in 
every part of the country . 
It has been granted 
generously , with no thought of reward. 
The 
y oung men who are being taken for the nation’s 
defense have the satisfaction of knowing they are 
receiving the best medical ex aminations of any 
army recruits any where in the world. 
How striking is the contrast between the at­ 
titude of the doctors in giving this invaluable serv­ 
ice, and the attitude of those crafts and trades 
that have 
endangered 
the defense 
program, 
through strikes and jurisdictional disputes? 


THE P R E SIDE NTS LACK OF CONF IDE NCE 
Of course, it is natural that the President trusts 
no one. He will delegate no important authority 
to any one. 
Walter Lippmann, in his sy ndicated article, 
pointed out the absurdity of Roosevelt try ing to 
determine whether new steel mills should be built 
and what the coal wage scale should be. All of 
these things should be left to men with ex perience. 
Of course, the fact is that the President trusts 
no one because he cannot trust himself. 
He has 
no principles. He is governed by no eternal, ever­ 
lasting laws, but by wishes and emotion. 
He is 
like the Kaiser—he can do no wrong, in his own 
opinion. 
This is the reason he has refused to give Knud 
sen any real authority . He has appointed a double 
{ board, one of which is being paid $35,000 a y ear 
by labor to rob their fellow-workers. 
And, y et, Roosevelt seems to think this kind of 
a board can be of service in these times when we 
j need more and more production and more and 
more respect for the rights of people. 


NOT ISOLATIONISTS, BUT INDE P E NDE NTS 
Those who oppose entering the foreign wars 
invariably are not to be called isolationists. In­ 
variably they are men who do not believe in tar­ 
iffs and in-migration laws that restrict healthy 
people from entering this country . 
They are opposed to entering the European war 
because they believe Americans should be inde­ 
pendent of the dominating factors of Europe. They 
believe that the United States would be stronger 
in defense of its own country than it would be 
in attempting to lick and control Europe and Asia. 
Colonel Lindbergh, in his Chicago speech, re­ 
cently set forth the beliefs of those who do not 
believe in foreign wars by say ing, 
"We, of the America First Committee, ask y ou 
to join us in supporting an American destiny for 
this hemisphere—a destiny not of isolation but of 
independence; not of reliance upon others, but of 
strength among ourselves; a destiny that knows 
no fear of any foreign land.” 
Let us strengthen America, as Colonel Lind­ 
bergh has suggested, and we need have no fear of 
any foreign power.

NEW YORK RALLIES AGAINST WAR 
(Chicago Tribune) 


The America First rally in New York on 
Wednesday evening filled two large halls and left 
an overflow crowd of 3,000 standing in the rain 
to hear the speeches as they came over the public 
address sy stem. 
The size of the audiences and the enthusiasm 
with which they greeted Col. Lindbergh and the 
other speakers served to dispel the notion that 
New Yorkers generally favor American participa­ 
tion in the fighting and approve the steps which 
are intended to get us into the war. Those who 
were present at the meetings came away greatly 
encouraged. 
As they looked about them, they 
realized, perhaps for the first time, that millions 
of patriotic Americans in New York want to keep 
this nation at peace. 
Their viewpoint has had relatively little pub­ 
licity in New York. The well organized minority , 
with its wealth and its control of many of the 
means of public ex pression has succeeded in giv­ 
ing a wholly false impression of the state of 
public opinion. 
The meetings the other night broke what might 
almost be called a boy cott. 
Now, at last, New 
Yorkers realize that the belief that American for­ 
eign policy should be devised with a view to 
American interests and welfare is not a minority 
view but the judgment of the majority . 
From 
now on we may ex pect the patriots under the 
leadership of America First to be more and more 
vocal, more and more confident, more and more 
determined that the wishes of their majority be 
respected and followed. 
This country does not need to send its navy to 
fight in European waters. It does not need to 
send Its conscripts to fight and die on European 
battlefields. It does not have to send ill-equipped 
and half-trained men into battle against heavy 
odds. 
There are no American interests now at 
stake which requife any such sacrifice. Our coun­ 
try can defend itself against any threat which 
may be directed against it, now or in the future. 
We have no reason for fear, provided we do not 
dissipate our strength in ill considered adventures. 
It is immensely encouraging to discover that this 
opinion is at least asserting itself in the largest 
of our cities. 
More than any other community in America, 
New York is bound to Europe by a skein of racial 
ties, as well as by commercial and financial as­ 
sociations, and the social allegiances of many of 
its leading citizens. 
The great headway which 
the America First movement is making there is 
heartening. 
It indicates that the efforts of the 
interventionists to stampede New York will be 
overcome if the campaign is pursued with energy

One of the infallible laws of nature is that 
when any living object does not use a member 
of the unit, it loses the member.

When people make laws, as they are doing in 
the United States, that prevent people from using 
their talents, sooner or later, that nation com­ 
mits suicide. 
France and England have made 
laws that curtailed and prevented the geniuses 
of the country from using their talents. They are 
pay ing the penalty . Whether we like it or not, 
this eternal, immutable law of nature, or of God, 
I hat man must use or lose, will work out both 
as individuals and as nations. 
It is something 
the American people must realize. 
This use or lose law goes hand in hand with 
what does not increase, decreases. When a people 
of a continent do not constantly increase their 
living standard by the accumulated knowledge of 
all the people and do not constantly have better 
wages and more capital invested, if this policy 
continues, it is only a question of time until 
some other nation that uses their talents and 
resources comes to control this nation. 
All the signs indicate that the United States is 
gradually committing suicide. It is not using the 
talents because the majority has passed laws that 
prevent the talents of the people with vision from 
being used to benefit all the people.

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WASHINGTON, April 28 .—On 
the surface there is a discrepancy 
between what this government is 
doing and what it is say ing. 
State Secretary Hull demanded 
action to assure the arrival of 
American 
cargoes 
in 
Britain. 
Navy Secretary Knox said the 
same thing, only stronger, add­ 
ing: "This is our fight,” and im­ 
ply ing that we should be in it. 
Even Mr. Roosevelt said, we are 
going to fight for the democratic 
processes. 
But when the action was taken 
none of these 
suggestions 
was 
fulfilled—on the surface. 
Quite 
the opposite, Mr. Roosevelt only 
ex tended "the Atlantic patrols to 
protect the western hemisphere,” 
as he ex plained it. The area lim­ 
its of the ex pansion were 
not 
given, but as Mr. Roosevelt fur­ 
ther ex plained them, 
they had 
nothing to do with convoy ing, and 
were not even directly joined with 
aid to England. 
The deeper y ou go below this 
surface, however, the discrepancy 
narrows sharply . 
One inch below, 
officials 
are 
say ing off the record the ex pan­ 
sion of patrols is part of a modern 
substitute for convoy ing. The old 
sy stem has been found obsolete. 
The British have been meeting 
with our officials here lately , par­ 
ticularly our naval ex perts, and 
have worked out a new shipping 
scheme. 
London is going to fol­ 
low the advice and ex perience of 
our navy , converting several fast 
merchaniment into aux iliary air­ 
craft carriers by construction of 
landing decks. 
Enough planes 
will be carried to fight German 
bombers on the convoy spot. At 
least one such ship will accom­ 
pany convoy s along with a sur­ 
face destroy er and a courvette. 
And as has already 
been an­ 
nounced, fast merchant ships will 
go across singly , 
slower vessels 
being grouped according to speed 
in convoy s. This should take care 
of the German threat to shipping. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s 
action 
would 
furnish ey es for this new sy stem. 
As interpreted sub-officially here, 
American fighting ships would 
scout the seven seas for "threats 
against this hemisphere.” Wher­ 
ever an ax is vessel is sighted, 
whether headed toward America 
or not, they will inform the Brit­ 
ish as well as Mr. Roosevelt. 
In this semi-official interpreta­ 
tion, Mr. Roosevelt is setting up 
a world spotting sy stem, not only 
to defend this hemisphere but to 
help the British get our goods 
across, and in ultimate purpose to 
defeat the ax is. 


Deeper down in authentic pri­ 
vate official comment there is 
reason to believe the action reach­ 
es even further to the ex treme to 
which Mr. Knox pointed, namely 
that we are ready to fight.

Special Letter of Roger Babson 
It is true that money is made 
for the converience of man and 
that enough of it should be avail­ 
able at all times to provide for 
the free ex change of goods and 
labor. 
It, however, should be 
kept in mind that making too 
much of this money causes prices 
to rise, as making too little of 
it causes prices to fall. 
Is More “ Money ” Needed? 
U.S. treasury statistics alway s 
show just how much money per 
capita is outstanding. 
As the 
population 
increases, 
as 
the 
standard of living increases, as 
the opportunity for production or 
trade increases, then the amount 
of outstanding money should be 
increased. 
Money must be fed 
into our economic sy stem like 
water into a cement mix er, re­ 
membering that either too much 
or too little water spoils the 
mix ture. 
Today , the per capita quantity 
of bank deposits and actual cur­ 
rency is equal to that of the 
peak of the 1939 boom. 
To in­ 
crease this quantity now would 
be dangerous. It could easily be­ 
come more difficult to produce 
dollars which people will accept 
than It Is to produce the goods 
It is, however, necessary that a 
certain relationship ex ist between 
bank deposits and loans. 
Other­ 
wise, too many will have diffi 
culty in pay ing back their loans. 
What About Profits? 
Remember that people do not 
buy goods 
because 
they 
have 
money —either in the bank or in 
currency . 
People buy goods and 
employ labor only because they 
want the materials or products 
of labor. 
During the inflationary 
period in Germany when the na 
tion tried to get richer by print 
ing more money , the production 
of goods actually decreased and 
unemploy ment increased. 
Most of our economics books 
are wrong on the subject of 
profits. 
It is a mistake to talk 
about the "profit sy stem.” 
The 
honest and correct term is the 
"profit and loss sy stem.” 
Profits 
are merely a form of salary paid 
for services or for the use of 
money . When management shows 
good judgment, this "salary ” in­ 
creases; but when it shows bad 
judgment, it decreases. 
If the 
mistakes are too bad, manage­ 
ment is 
penalized 
with 
heavy 
losses and perhaps bankruptcy . 
Gold vs. Work 
Gold has two purposes: (1) To 
keep the amount of money which 
a nation issues down to a safe 
level. 
Insisting that a nation’s 
currency have a certain gold re­ 
serve Is merely a practical method 
of keeping the amount of paper 
money outstanding within proper 
limits. 
(2) To adjust interna­ 
tional balances. 
The fact that 
gold cannot be counterfeited and 
that the value of a handful of 
gold equals that of an entire 
ship’s cargo, makes gold of real 
value. 
Gold is as necessary for 
developing trade as steel is neces­ 
sary for making 
rails. 
Gold, 
however, will not take the place 
of hard work. 
The difficulty with the econom­ 
ic sy stem is not that there is 
too little money in circulation, 
but that too few people are will­ 
ing to do what It is necessary 
for them to do in order to get 
more goods. It is true that peo­ 
ple would buy more "if I had 
the money ” ; but most of these 
people 
are unwilling to make 
the necessary sacrifices to get 
this needed money . 
It may re­ 
quire cutting out some useless 
habits or it may require working 
longer hours or at some different 
job, possibly in some other lo­ 
cality . 
Supply and Demand 
All of this brings us to that 
terrible taskmaster—the law of 
supply and demand which de 
pends upon the purposes, motives 
and desires of people. 
The real 
factors determining employ ment 
are, first, whether or not people 
are employ able—4hat is, worth 
employ ing; and, second, whether 
they had rather work 40 hours at 
a pleasant job and have fewer 
goods—or work 48 hours at a 
hard job and have more goods 
None of us can "have our pie 
and eat it too.” This is the great 
lesson 
organized 
labor 
must 
learn. 
The same principle applies to 
business men, farmers and oth 
ers. 
Those who are willing to 
produce goods which people want 
— better and/or cheaper than 
their neighbors—get the money 
and credit which 
they desire. 
But those business men and farm­ 
ers who are producing goods in 
ex cess of people’s demands or 
are not making them so good or 
so cheaply as the average manu­ 
facturer, such business men fail 
to get either money or credit. 
This unfortunately 
is true of 
nearly 50 per cent of the business 
men and fanners. 
This 50 per 
cent should be forced into some 
other line of work. 
By letting 
the law of supply and demand 
freely work, this readjustment 
will take 
place 
automatically . 
Otherwise a ruthless dictatorship 
will do this. 
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Interest Justified 
Without doubt there have 
abuses in connection with bank­ 
ing and investments. 
I do not 
defend the chicanery of eithe; 
high or low finance. 
Interest 
rates should be kept down ta 
the per centage of annual in­ 
creased production. 
If this is 
only three per cent, then for 
all who get over three per cent 
interest, others must get less or 
lose some of the principal. This 
alone should be a sufficient rea* 
son why every one with invest- 
ments should employ some ex ­ 
perienced organization to watch 
their holdings and advise them 
as to new purchases. 
As for loaning money withoi 
interest, however, this would be 
must worse. 
The "cure” would 
be 
more 
dangerous 
than the 
disease. 
Interest both serves as 
a brake on borrowing and auto­ 
matically directs money into the 
channels where it Is most needed. 
This applies to governments aa 
well as to Individuals. 
It ex ­ 
plains why government loans are , 
much better for a nation than 
for it to issue paper currency to 
"save interest.” 
What About Management? 
We cannot do away with prof­ 
its, management or interest. We 
can only allot these qualities to 1 
one group or another. 
No eco- I 
nomic sy stem can do away with 
• 
profits, management or interest^. 
It is generally recognized that*** 
the first two are necessary ; the 
only 
question 
is whether the 
profits, and management shall be 
handled as in Russia or as in the 
United States. 
In the case of 
interest, if it is not allowed, it 
will be computed and collected 
"in reverse” by some discount 
method. 
I realize that the cap­ 
italistic 
method 
of 
allocating 
profits, management and Interest 
is not necessary ; but I do insist 
that, whatever the form of gov­ 
ernment, these three things ara 
fundamental. 
In America, profits are allowed 
to the individual who is compelled 
to pay most of them back to 
the government in the form of 
tax es; while in Russia the profits 
are taken by the government in 
lieu of tax es. 
In America, con­ 
trol temporarily follows the in­ 
heritance of property , but sooner 
or later gets in the hands of 
the more efficient; while in Rus­ 
sia, management is appointed by 
the dominant party in power an£ 
becomes a political job. 
With! 
all the disadvantages of the cap­ 
italistic 
sy stem, most thinking 
people had rather depend on the 
American way than upon having 
production and distribution man* d C 
aged 
by politicians and laboc 
- 
leaders. 
Conclusions 
Finally , let me emphasize that 
a nation can never get richer by 
producing less. 
Usually , shorter 
hours and higher wages reduce 
production. 
Certainly , our na­ 
tional budget can be balanced, 
to say nothing of reducing our ^ 
national debt, only as we in­ 
crease production. 
This means i 
that we must work longer and* 
harder, and that many restric­ 
tions now in vogue must be re­ 
moved. 
When a horse is pulling 
a load up a hill, we unloosen the ' 
checkrein. 
Even minimum wage 
laws which appeal to our hearts ^ 
are 
increasing 
unemploy ment.“ 
Such legislation forces employ ers 
to install more labor-saving ma- f 
chinery and drop a certain num­ 
ber from the pay roll. 
In 
short, 
economics 
teaches 
that so far as possible we should 
let Nature take Its course, with 
the government content to oper­ 
ate a police power to insure free­ 
dom of action on the part of all. 
Monopolies, whether operated by 
capital or labor, are pernicious 
and the government is justified 
in keeping open the channels of 
trade, of labor, and of speechf 
but to go much bey ond this ig 
distinctly 
dangerous 
for 
aft 
groups of people.
